THE BOSTON AT HAWAIL. 

Honoxvtn, H. L., Sept. 25, 1898, 
Tu departure of the U.S. S. Boston takes from 
our shores a ship, oMflocersa and crew that are dear to 
us forever. None appreciate the rank and file of 
the Boston so much as Americans resident here 
whose lives and property were protected by them 
when they landed last January. Madorsed by their 
fellow citizens and supported by the American col- 
ony in Hawaii they made a record of which they 
may be justly proud and never ashamed. The names 
of Boston and her officers and crew who protected 
us last January and February are indelibly written 
in Hawaiian history and upon the hearts of appre- 
ciative Hawaiian history and Americans in Aawatli. 
With the going of the Boston a woman’s name 
must be mentioned, that of Mrs. Moore, wife of 
Lieut. B. K. Moore, of the Navy. Mrs. Moore was 
the only naval officer’s wife with us during the re- 
volution of '92,and all who knew her remembers 
well her lively interest in the history ef these is- 
lands; her close study of it in all ite phases, of the 
intelligent sympathy—in word and deed—that she 
gave the American colony.

Tue Italian Government is preparing to welcome 
the British squadron with great pomp and circum- 
stance as an offset to the French welcome of the 
Russians. The English warships will visit the prin- 
cipal ports af [taly—Tarrento, Catania, Messina, 
Naples, Spezzia and Genoa. At each of these cities 
demonstrations in honor of the visitors will take 
place, but the principal fetes will be held at Naples. 


Tue U.S. 8S. Castine is being prepared for sea as 
fast as possible and will have her 48-hour trial in 
free route before a great while. In the meantime 
several changes are being made as experience shows 
their necessity. and the officers on board express 
greut satisfaction with the ship and her fittings. 


RECENT reports from the Monterey are to the ef- 
fect that the condition of her machinery is all that 
could be desired, but a few minor repairs are re 

uired as a result of her late cruise to Puget Sound. 

xperiments on her rudder are to be made as the 
changes in it have been completed. 


Tue cruiser Montgomery was docked at the Colum- 
bian Iron Works, Baltimore, Oct. 9, for asurvey of 
the damages received by going on Black Ledge, at 
the mouth of New London harbor, on the night of 
Sept. 26. Capt. E. H. Sanford, surveyor for British 
Lioyds, represented by Coale and Cunningham, 
made thesurvey. The exterior survey, itis stated, 
developed that twenty-seven plates will have to be 
removed on port and starboard sides, and that the 
indications are that about three frames are cracked. 
From exterior observation of the bottom it was 
stated that the workmanship was thorough. Presi- 
dent Malster, of the Columbian Iron Works, believes 
that the damage will not amount to alarge sum, and 
he hopes to have the Montgomery ready for her offi- 
cial trial trip within four weeks. Whatever leak- 
age developed was the starting ofa butt or two in 
two compartments. 


TE principle which has ruled the disposition 
of the artillery on the Charles Martel, the French 
ironclad, has been to place the guns of large and 
medium calibre in closed turrets, and to make a 
corresponding reduction in the number of medium 
calibre pieces. What is giving rise to particular 
satisfaction among French engineers is the fact that 
the vessel bas been completed in two years, the work 
of construction having been begun in August, 1891. 
Only once before has so much activity been dis- 

layed, and that when the cruiser Friant was built 
n the same dockyard. This quickness in working 
is no doubt due in some degree to the stringent 
measures which have been adopted by the Minister 
of Marine to insure that no time shall be lost in the 
construction of the numerous vessels now on the 
stocks. She is expected to be ready for her trials 
early in 1895. Commenting on the launch the 

says: “The caloulations of French naval 
architects have ever been made with the utmost 
precisiun, and the works of the Academy of Sciences 
will show how much attention was paid to this 
matter in the days of the Monarchy. It would be 
absurd to say that the English do not know how to 
build 7} ut they have not the same mathemati. 
cal faith in the result of calculations. They leave 
much to chance and to empiricism, and the catas- 
trophes which have occurred to their navy are the 
consequence ot this carelessness and contempt of 
mathematical laws. 





A COURT-MARTIAL was convened at the Naval 
Acadewv October 11 fer the trial of A. L. Wessels 
and D. F. Boyd, Jr., both of the fourth class, on the 
charge of hazing. It is said other cases may develop 
during the investigation. Commodore A. 8S. Snow 
is president of the Court. and Lieut.

Ir is understood that the Navy Department has 
commended Comdr. Whiting for his prompt action 
in protecting Mr. Pennypacker, the American En- 
gineer, who was threatened with arrest by the San 
Salvadorian authorities, for a political offence. Mr. 
Pennypacker was enroute from Corinto to Costa 
Rica, on a Pacific mail steamer. Her captain called 
on Comdr. Whiting to prevent Pennypacker’s ar- 
rest when the vessel touched at Salvadorian ports, 
as threatened. Without waiting for instructions 
Comdr. Whiting took the passenger on the 
Alliance and proceeded with him to Costa Rica, 
where he was safely landed. 


Tus two leading articles in this year’s Naval An- 
nual, General Information series No. 12, are those by 
Lieut. George H. Peters on the late [nternational 
Columbian Naval Rendezvous, and the review and 
foreign naval manoeuvres of 1892. The compila- 
tions on these subjects are mainly made up from 
Admiral Gherardi’s official report, and articles from 
the foreign press on the foreign manoeuvres.

ceuvres in France during the year were devoted to 
the study of problems connected with the 
attack and defence of the coasts and ports 
within defined geographical limits. The period 
provided forin the naval defence act of 1889 will 
expire in March*next, by which time Great Britain 
will bave all of the seventy ships authorized uoder 
itready for commission, and representing a total 
expenditure of $107,000,000. Those under construc- 
tion, not included in the act of 1889, are three battle 
ships, twoarmored cruisers, three protected cruis- 
ers, two gunboats, and thirty torpedo boats. The 
progress in heavy ordnance during the year among 
the powers has been steadily ip the direction of 
lighter guns, and reductionin the calibre of small 
arms with the use of smokeless powder and hard 
lead bullets with asteel covering. The curtai)ment 
of the force in the Office of Naval [ntelligence bas 
interfered with the preparation of the Anoual, and 
it 1a volume of less imposing dimensions than 
usual, and there is less in it to attract special atten- 
tion than in some of the former issues.

weakness in the proposed system is, that its appeal 
is to self-interest, not to patriotism ; enlistment un- 
der it is not to render service, but to receive educa- 
tion. An army whose members ask “ What can I 
get out of this service?” instead of “ What can I 
put into this service?” is in the worst sense a hire- 
ling force, The Supreme Judge of men found need 
for no further argument for untrustworthiness and 
lack of fidelity than that one was a hireling. “ The

Apmtrat Cotoms, of the Royal Navy, favors the 
North American Review with his opinions upon the 
Battle Ship of the Future. His conclusion is that 
‘the battle ship, as a battle ship, will hold her own 
to the end of time,” but she will be curtailed of her 
present magnificent dimensions. ‘There is a gen- 
eral feeling of unrest in the face of ships costing a 
million and weighing 14,000 tons each. The sud- 
den and awful loss of the Victoria has emphasized 
what had before been muttered, that there is a 
want of economy in putting too many eggs in one 
basket.” No one has yet tried to design a broadside 
battle ship to carry moderate guns, unhampered by 
the troubles of mastsand sails. When some one does, 
the enormous advantages are likely to be recognized, 
and once back to the broadside form we shall not 
be likely to stray from it again. The departure 
from the broadside type has been the result of in- 
fluences which are set forth at length. Chief of 
these is “‘the power of fashion over warships, 
which is somewhat analogous to its sway over the 
form and color of a lady’s dress.” ‘Sailors are the 
fashionablest folks there is,” ‘that is those 
most influenced by precedent and established cus- 
tom. A long war will, as Admiral Colomb says, 
“knock fashion out of time; but during a long 
peace her influence is great over the design of war 
ships.” As it is, “‘we areas much ashamed of ap- 
pearing before the world with old-fashioned designs 
of war ships as a lady is of going to church in her 
old-fashioned bonnet.” Let it be understood that 
it is not we who say this, but Admiral Colomb. Far 
be it from us to give countenance to such anarchist 
doctrines. We should as soon think of speaking 
disrespectfully of the equator as of one of these 
modern battle ships upon which so many millions 
of public money have been expended abroad. 

Admiral Colomb believes in the coming use of 
liquid fuel, which can be furnished to a vessel at 
sea, when to coal it is impossible ; in copper sheath- 
ing and in reliable modern speed, rather than ‘‘an 
excessive speed, liable to collapse without warn- 
ing.” The gun is the governing factor in war 
ships, and the coming battle:hip will repre:ent a 
return to the old broadside type. The tendencies, 
in the opinion of the Admiral, point toward giving 
up the very heavy gun, by consequence the turret 
and barbette, by consequence the very large and 
very ¢«xpensive battleship. With the lighter 
broadside battleship we shall have cruisers with an 
abundant coal endurance and a reliable speed, and 
with guns sufficiently light to enable displacement 
to be kept down, and numbers to be kept up. The 
largest and fastest class of cruisers would proba- 
bly be those selected for acting as the eyes of the 
fleet. A smaller class stationed singly, or doubled 
and trebled, according to the weil known custom, 
would form the guards of commerce; while a still 
smaller class might keep close watch on the enemy’s 
ports, interrupt his coasting trade and report pro- 
gress to the battle fleet. 

Admiral Colomb believes that “if the United 
States so willed it, she might becume the mightiest 
naval power that the world has ever seen. Her

situation and general policy would seem at present. 
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to lead her towards the control of the naval forces 
of those American States which might otherwise 
be possibly used to her detriment. Naval opera- 
tions for her would thus be at great distances from 
the home base, and design might be expected to 
run in the direction of considerable offensive power 
and great coal endurance, even at the expense of 
some nominal speed.” 

As it is already, according to the London Engi- 
neer, “for a given displacement, America appears 
to have secured startling advantages compared 
with European navies.” We have done well ao far, 
and without disregarding foreign precedent alto- 
gether, we should free ourselves from the influence 
of perverse fashion in designing our ships of war. 





Iu the same number of the North American Re- 
view Sir Charles W. Dilke asks, “Can Europe Af- 
ford Her Armies?” the general conelusion being 
that she can, with the possible exception of Italy. 
Bankruptcy has been prophesied of the principa) 
continental nations for many years because of their 
nilitary and naval expenditures, amounting to an 
annual total, according to this authority, of two 
hundred and fifty to two hundred and eighty mil- 
lions of dollars for England, two hundred millions 
for France,one hundred and ninety millions for Ger- 
many and one hundred and seventy millions for 
Russia; certainly a billion and a quarter, at the very 
least, for the whole of Europe. Yet so tar from this 
leading to bankruptcy, during the past quarter of a 
century of gloomy prophecy the movement of Euro- 
pean finance has been in the other direction. Italy 
is in the worst case of sl, but this is due to her enor. 
mous debt. All this vast burden of war expense 
seems to be not only easily but cheerfully borne. To 
it, or tothe military system which necessitates it,two 
great European nations certainly, Germany and 
Italy, owe their national unity, just as the United 
States owes the development of its national spirit to 
the almost universal military service which our 
civil war necessitated. 

Sir Oharles Dilke’s article is a partial an- 
swer to some of the stock and stale arguments 
against military establishments, all of which 
ignore the educational value of military training. 
No one will argue that war is a blessing, exeept as 
it saves us from worse evils, but it is absurd to as- 
sume that all the money spent on military establish- 
ments is all wasted. And there is but little force 
in the argument that the energies devoted to war- 
like training lessen the wealth of anation just to 
that extent. It is recognized by all political econo- 
nists that machinery has soenormously increased the 
world’s capacity for production that it far outruns 
its present capacity for consumption. What then 
would be the result if the millions now receiving a 
nilitary training, so useful tothem and to their 
several nationalities, were suddenly added to the 
hosts competing in the labor markets of the world 
for work, and if at the same time the energies now 
devoted to the creation of war material were turned 
into other already congested channels of production ? 

Aside altogether then from the possibilities of 
war, military establishments hold an important 
place in the complex system of modern civilization, 
and the question of dealing with them is by no 
means so simple as the philanthropists would have 
us believe. 

The enormous gain of population in civilized 
countries during the past century has been made 
possible by the multiplication of new industries, 
dependent upon the creation of artificial necessities. 
Only forty-four per cent. of the population of the 
United States, for example, are engaged in agricul- 
ture, and they produce vastly more than our sixty- 
five millions can consume. The other fifty-five per 
cent. are to large extent engaged in occupations not 
known in the days of our grandfathers. The sol- 
dier on sea and land we have always had with us 
and he is likely to hold his ownin spite of the 
arguments against him. It would be wiser, in this 
country at least, to give him a recognized place in 
our scheme of national economics, instead of 
heglecting or abusing bim during periods of peace 
and then falling down and worshipping him when 
the grave realities of war teach us his value, There 
are greater possibilities of usefulness in our military 
and naval establishments than any we have yet de- 





veloped; but how can we expect them to reach the 
full measure of their strength in the chill atmo- 
sphere of public criticism and popular disapproval t 








THE well-known Mansion House on Brooklyn 
Heights, which was elosed for repairs during the 
summer, bas now reopened with new furniture, 
electric lights and many improvements.

Tam Rev. George A. Beecher, a missionary sta- 
tioned at Fort Sidney, near Sidney, Neb., has sent 
to Herbert Welsh, secretary of the Indian Rights 
Association, of Philadelphia, an appeal in behalf of 
the retention of the Indian soldiers now in the 
Army. He says he has had opportunity to study the 
behavicr of four companies stationed at Fort Sid- 
ney, composed of Indians from the Brule and Yank- 
ton Agencies in South Dakota, and other agencies, 
and adds: “I am confident that if the companies 
now enlisted are giyen the same amount of drill and 
individual training as the white men there can be 
no question as tothe result. The Indian wants to 
become civilized, and I feel that there is no better 
way to civilize the Indias than by making a soldier 
of him. If these men areturmed back to roam about 
their reservation they will become discontented, and 
there is no telling what may result from suck a 
measure.”’ 


Bra resolution reported from the House Naval 
Committee this week the Secretary of the Navy is 
called upon for information concerning the premi- 
ums paid ship contractors for exceeding the con- 
tract requirements, the special object being to as- 
certain to what extent the boiler pressures exceeded 
during the official trials the limits for which the 
boilers were designed. Thereply of the Department 
is easy to anticipate,as it is well known that the boiler 
pressures in each instance were considerably in ex- 
cess of the amount the boilers were intended to 
carry. But this isnorefiection upon the contractors. 
9%n the contrary it shows that they have exceeded 
the contract requirements as to the character of 
boiler material used. Recently Secretary Herbert has 
seen fit to limit the boiler pressures on official trial 
trips to within five per cent. in excess of the capac- 
ity for which the boilersare designed. This precau- 
tion may perhaps be necessary with new and inex- 
perienced sbip builders, but it is hardly necessary to 
say that experienced ship builders like the Messrs. 
Cramp and the Union Iron Works can be depended 
upon to remain within the safety limits of their own 
work. The ships they have already built bear testi- 
mony to the fact that their boilers and machinery 
were in no way strained by the test to which they 
were subjected during their official trial trips. The 
Philadelphia, Newark, Uharleston, Baltimore and 
San Francisco have been in service for some years 
now, and noone has yet discovered that they suffer- 
edany by their official trials. The resolution re- 
quests the Secretary of the Navy to furnish the 
House with 3 statement of all amounts of money 
paid by the Government to contractors building 
war ships for the United States on account of pre- 
miume, and on each ship separately to whom such 
payments were made and the smounts paid to each; 
the speed attained by last ship on her trial trip and 
the speed of each ship in excess of the speed re- 
quired by the terms of the contract, on account of 
which premiums were paid, and the number of 
pounds pressure upon the boilers of each ship in at- 
taining the increase of speed, and also the pressure 
which the boilers were designed to carry and 
any other facts and information relating to this sub- 
ject which may be necessary and essential to a full 
understanding of the matter. 














Tux long drawn out and much talked-of promotion 
case of Pay Inspector J. H. Stevenson, U.S. N., has 
at last been settled. Mr. Stevenson hus been retired 
on one-half of the sea pay of his present grade, to 
date from Sept. 25, the date on which the President 
approved the action of the last of the four boards 
appointed to inquire into his fitness for promotion. 
This he did in the following words: “The record, 
proceedings and findings of the Examining Board in 
the case of Pay Inspector J. H. Stevenson, a candi- 
date for promotion, are duly approved and the said 
J. H. Stevenson is ordered to be placed upon the re- 
tired list pursuant to section 1447,R.S. The retire- 
ment of this applicant for promotion is based upon 
the peculiar findings of the Examining Board and 
the exceptional circumstances surrounding the case. 
The decision reached must not be regarded as a pre- 
cedent in any similar case that may hereafter 
arise.” The following are the findings of the board 
which the President approved: ‘We are satisfied as 
to the professional abilities of the candidate. His 
methods of business are shown by the evidence to 
have been loose, reckless, regardless of law and de- 





fiant of orders, but we believe his conduotis not 
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shown to have been influenced by a desire for per- 
sonal profit, but that from mental peculiarities or 
temperament, his moral sense of the obligations 
of law, orders and regulations is so obtunded as to 
render him unfit to conduct the important duties 
which pertain to the grade in the Navy to which he 
is a candidate for promotion. In this sense we con- 
sider him, as stated below, morally unfit for promo- 
tion; we therefore decide that the professional fit- 
ness of the candidate to perform the duties of a na- 
val officer at sea and on shore in the next higher 
grade bas been established, but not the mental and 
moral fitness, and we therefore do not recommend 
him for promotion.” 





AN important boundary commission will soon be 
appointed and the much-disputed line dividing the 
United States from the Southern Republic of Mex- 
ico will be definitely determined. It having been 
decided to have the War Department detail an 
Army officer to act as president of the Commission, 
Secretary Lamont ! as selected Col. Anson Mills, of 
the 34 U. 8. Cavalry, for this important work. 








Tue Southern Ussuri district of Siberia, through 
which the Czar is building the Trans-Siberian Rail- 
way, is a wild country infested with tigers. So many 
of the railroad workmen were killed by them that 
a detail of seven sharpshooters, five officers and two 
men, was made from the 3d and 4th Battalions, 
Siberian Rifles, to systematically hunt the tigers. 
During the two weeks of their campaign, fourteen 
tigers, ten males and four females, were killed by 
the 1iflemen, all of whom had an early experience 
as hunters. On one occasion Sub-Lieutenant Trub- 
off was seized by a tiger and only saved by the 
prompt action of two of hismen. The story of this 
adventure is told by V. Gribayedoff in Harper's 
Young People for Oct. 10. it is explained that to 
most Siberian regiments are attached companies of 
sharpshooters. They are picked men, raised in the 
wilds of Siberia, and from childhood accustomed to 
the use of fire arms, and to hunting. Their nerves 
are like steel, their eyes are as keen as those of the 
hawk, and their sim is sure as death. They are 
known as “Okhetuilci,” or hunters, and_ they act, 
when attached to a regiment, as guides or pioneers; 
their instinct and natural training serve as a pro- 
tection against surprises by fierce animals in these 
unfrequented savage regions where the Siberian 
troops have to serve. 





CONCERKIRG the proposition to increase the num- 
ber of college details to one hundred, General Scho- 
field, in a recent communication forwarded by the 
Secretary of War to Chairman Outhwaite said: “Ta 
my judgment, the most importunt detached ser- 
vice which officers of the Army oun render in time 
of peace is thativ charge of the military depart- 
ments of the principal institutions of learning 
throughout the country. By the instructions there 
given a very large number of the most intelligent 
young men of the country are qualified to give the 
elementary military instruction and discipline 
necessary to prepare volunteer troops for servicein 
the field in time of war. | thiuk it would be wise, 
if practicable, to extend this help to a certain pro- 
portion of the great public schools of the country, 
where some military training might be given to 
boys who are notable to take a collegiate course 
and who are most likely to be found among the 
great mass of privates in the ranks in the event of 
war rather than among the commissioned officers. 
The extent to which the Army may justly and 
wisely be called upon to render tbis service to the 
general military education in the country is, in my 
judgment, limited only by the practicability of 
sparing officers from their ordinary military duties. 
The demands upon the Army for detached service 
of all kinds are now very great, and yetI think 
they have not quite reached their limit. It may 
safely be left to the discretion of the President, un- 
der the information always on file in the War De- 
partment, to determine when that limit is reached. 
I think no barm would result by extending the 
limit of officers to be detailed for duty at educa- 
tional institutions to one hundred, as proposed by 
Mr. Outhwaite.” 








LIgUTENANT J. C, Souer, U. 8. N., command- 
ing the Massachusetts Naval Brigade, has madea re- 
ply to the critics of the Naval Militia which is an 
excellent illustration of what is known in war as 
the defensive with offensive returns. He uses the 
tu quoque argument with effect saying: 

It is very easy for naval officers to criticise, but A are 


they doing themselves? Have they y peeve pared any scheme 
for defending the coast?

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FIRING AT MOVING OBJECTS. 


As I8 WELL kvown the difficulty of training a sol- 
dier to hit an object crossing his line of fire is very 
great. Such firing in war is usually confined to 
skirmishers, but these are often required to fire at 
mounted orderlies and officersand frequently at cav_ 
alry and artillery in motion, and it is important that 
this fire when used should be effective. Theonly me- 
thod in use is “to hold ahead.” When this is done 
the mark is lost sight of and only those who have 
had great experience in hunting can accomplish 
any practicable results. Even these find themselves 
unreliable except when firing at distances under 200 
yards. This will be appreciated when it. is remem- 
bered that in firing at a horse galloping at 1,000 
yards the ball will pass about 58 feet behind him. 

In the early days at Creedmoor the N. BR. A. ap- 
preciating the value of practice in this respect in- 
duced the Winchester Arms Company to establish a 
“running deer” at which monthly competitions were 
bad for valuable prizes. Although the distance 
was but 100 yards and the speed of the deer only 
about 10 miles an hour, so few of the N. G. were 
able to hit it that it was impossible to make the 
matches popular, and they ually fellinto disuse 
and the idea was abandoned. Even the members of 
the Regular Army teams, though experienced hun- 
ters, were but little more successful than the Na- 
tional Guard. 

Col. James M. Rice, G. I. R. P., [lls., has devised 
an entirely new method of small arms practice at 
moving targets, by which a target at 800 or 1,000 yds. 
can be bit while moving as fast as a soldier walks or 
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On this occasion Capt. Frank D. Baldwin, who is 
Inspector of Rifle Practice on Gen. Miles’ staff, and 
an old soldier, tried to shoot by holding off as in 
bunting, but was unable to hit the target. He then 
commenced to shoot according to Col. Rice’s s m 
and made 70 per cent., and stated afterwards “ that 
he pad pene on the range determined to prove that 
their scientific way of shooting was useless, but came 
away thoroughly convinced that it was the only 
wey to shoot at moving objeocts.”’ 

n this occasion members of the Regular Army 
team, although having no instruction but what 
they had picked up from the book themselves hit the 

t nearly every time. and made about 40 per 

cent of the possible at 800 yards. The practice has 
since been continued in the [llinols N. G., as a part 
of their instruction, and it has been established that 
a soldier can hit the et with this system about 
two-thirds as often as if it was standing still, and 
aps three-fourths as often, while without it it 
was impossible for him to hit it more than one- 
eighth as oftenashe could withit. In fact the 
missing was so great without it that the shooting 
did not count except as an accident. 
Col. Rice has adaed to this invention a simple but 
practical moving target, which enables moving prac- 
tice to be conducted at it uponany ordinary range. 
This consists of a light trame, supported at top and 
bottom by horizontal wires, constituting a track or 
runway, the target beirg hung from grooved 
sheaves running on these wires, and being moved 
by a pull cord extending from the side of the target 
and adapted co be conveuiently grappled and drawn 
in either direction a7 @ man in motion. The follow- 
ing is a sketch showing the apparatus: 

wo poles four inches | are set firmly in the 
ground nine feet high and from 100 to 150 feet apart. 
Across these are stretched two eight gauge hard 
steel wires coppered. They pass the upright at one

Col. Rice’s principle consists in sub- 
stituting a definite movement of the 
wind-gauge for the arbitraryand un- 
certain allowance obtained by holding 
ahead.

He bas arranged the Buffington sight so as tu effect 
this result by adding to the one notch on the revoly- 
ing base of the sight another notch six points from 
the centre on each side, so that in revolving this 
part of the sight when the centre notch has passed 
the six points on the solid base of the sight the 
shooter then commences to count from this side 
notch, and turns it the required number of points 
which, added to the six which it is from the centre, 
will give the number of points that is required. This 
is necessary, asin adjusting the sight to overcome 
the moving object a wide lateral motion is often ne- 
cessary, aud when this is added to the necessary 
points for the wind, the Buffington sight would 
sometimes fail to give the desired lateral adjustment 
of the sight. 

In using this sight upon the Springfield it is neces- 
sary to remodel the hammer by grinding off the top 
so that when the sight is turned toward the right 
and the gun is at full cock the point of the hammer 
will not obstruct the sight when elevated for 500 
yds. or by grinding off the left siae of the hammer, 
so that when the sight is set at the elevation of 400 
yds. it can be turned to the right six points and the 
hammer when at full cock will not obstruct the 


sights. 

Gol. Rice finds that the Springfield with the ham- 
mer constructed as at present, can be used without 
modification for the long ranges, and also for the 
mid and short ranges when the object is moving to- 
ward the left and the wind 1s blowing from the left. 
Also that it can be so used when the objectis moving 
toward the right, at not more than five miles an 
hour and the wind is not also blowing from the 
right. By experiment and theory he has worked out 
a table which gives the necessary allowance to be 
made for the speed of a moving object in addition 
to that which would be required for the ordinary 
atmospheric condition. This shows that in using 
the Springfield 45, with the service ammunition 
the amount of change of direction to overcome the 
motion of a man walking briskly at three and one- 
balf miles an hour, at a distance of five hundred 
yards or less from the shooter, is fifteen minutes or 
one-fourth of a degree, which is equal to three points 
on the wind-gauge on the Bufflogton sights now in 
use on this rifle. With a man walking slowly the 
allowance at the same distance is ten , minutes of a 
degree, or two points on the wind-gauge; for a 
soldier marching in double time about twenty-five 
minutes, or five points; for a man running ora horse 
trotting one-half a degree, or six points; for a horse 
galloping three-fourths of a degree, or nine points, 
As the ball travels more slowly as the distance in- 
creases, an additional allowance of one-tenth of a 
point is required for each additional hundred 
yards. [f the ammunition used gives a greater or 
less velocity than the service cartridge, the above 
sheuld of course be increased or diminished. 

When equipped with this sight, when a soldier is 
required to aim at a moving “anes his squad com- 
mander estimates its speed and informs him of the 
number of points which he should make on bis wind 
gauge to compensate for it. When this is given, the 
a ae at the object precisely as he would it it 
was still. 


Col. Rice’s sight was given a practice test at the 
rifle matches of the 2d Il].

On these frames paper 
targets of any ya yh may be pasted. Col. Rice 
prefers target A. U.S. A., ora B. and ©. target de- 
pending upon the length of the range. {f preferred, 
figures of any desired shape, as of a mau rnnning, a 
horse or antelope, may be pasted on the cloth. 

In the projections above and below the target 
frame, light running sheave wheels d and e are 
placed to run on the wire, and pins I are driven in 
to keep the sheave wheels from jumping off it. The 
cord “K”’ is passed around a sheave wheel “L”’ on 
one of the upright posts “A” and running back is 
peace around a pulley at the other extremity and 

rought back and the two ends fastened together. 
This cord is carried out to one side of the target far 
enough to make it safe for a man to take hold of it, 
who b oa or riding cause the rope to move 
around the pulleys, and in this manner moves the 
target which 1s fastened to this moveable rope. Tne 
rope should be so attached that the man moving the 
target will movein the same direction the target 
moves, and it should be extended far enough away 
from the target so that the man will be out of 
danger of being hit by the bullets, or about one- 
tenth of the distance between the target and the 
firing point. 

The target should be constructed to move a dis- 
tance of from 75 to 125 feet, according to the velocity 
with which it is intended, it should movein order 
to give the amount of time desired for the shooter 
to adjust his sight and shoot. Hits on it are marked 
from a pit in front with long markers and brushes. 
Where it is intended to moveonly at the rate of a 
man walking,i5ft. of motion in the target would give 
sufficient time to sight and fire. In the case of a horse 
troting or galloping, and when it is intended to have 
the target start up in a direction previously un- 
known to the shooter, the runway of the target 
should be as much as 125 to 130 feet. More than one 
target may be placed on the same wire for the use 
of different squads. When it is not desired to have 
the shooter see the man who moves the target for 
the purpose of estimating his speed in marcning, the 
targets may be moved by a man walking in the 
marker’s pits, or by passing the cord around a pul- 
ley wheel turned by a crank in the marker’s pits, or 
better if possible by same available motive power. 
In this case care must be exercised that the targets 
are moved at some agreed and uniform rate of speed. 

The idea of Col. Rice is one that can be introduced 
upon most rifle ranges with but littie expense and 
will add a new interest to rifle practice. It will cer- 
tainly add largely to the efficiency of troops. Paere 
are many occasions when the ability of sharp 
shooters to oop a galloping aid may turn the fate 

ofa battle. The use of the Rice sight would put 8 
sudden end to the [ndian practice of ‘‘circling’’a de- 
tached party.

AN association, of which Lieut.-Col. Saunders, late 
Chief Inspector of musketry in Madras is chairman, 
has set, up at Islington a target range carrying out 
the ideas of Major Heath, wdo substitutes for the 
ordinary target a landscape dotted with tiny figures 
in skirmish order. The actual distance is not more 
than 256 yards. By a simple contrivance these fig- 
ures can be regulated to remain visible any number 
of seconds. Within that time the marksman must 
shoot or the miniature soldier will frea blank car- 
tridge at bim and then disappear. The object 1s to 
make the figures aimed at look much as they would 
when advancing across ground that is broken by 
ringes, hollows, banks and bushes. The merit of 
Major Heath’s targets is that rifles of regulation 
calibre are used. the charge of powder and weight 
of bullet being reduced in exact proportion to the 
scale of the miniature range. The deceptive idea of 
distance was perfect. One seems to be lovkio 
through the wrong end of a telescope at a rea 
scene, in which red-coated figures pop up now 
and then apparently about 600 yards off.

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RIFLE PRACTICE, 


Now that the competitions are all over, and that 
our crack shots have had several years of oppor- 
py | to increase tneir scores to the highest notch, 
and thatall our men have had careful instruction, 
is it not time that some changes be made in target 
practice? At present for mounted troops it takes 
away three months. Add to this a practice march 
and it will be seen that at all but extreme southern 
posts the drill season is confined to cold and in- 
clement weather. As the new rifle is to make 
necessary mee modifications in practice, is not this 
a most fitting time for the War Department to cut 
down the number of shots, for the next year an 
how, while troops will some or all be using the old 
rifle?

I[nastead of 
keeping them off the “figure of merit” as long as 
possible when they do poorly, as at present, why 
not let the instruction and most of the allowance of 
ammunition be given new men and allow but very 
few shots to those who in previous years have quali!

Iv may be held as nearly axiomatic that he who 
wields successfully the sword of a commander need 
not despair of wielding with grace and effective- 
ness that mightier weapon—the pen. Not a few 
military men of brilliant reputations have written 
their names deeper into history with the pen than 
a f ever did with the point of the sword. 

If we subject the real military man to a close 

analysis we shall find his mental powers above the 
average and in excellent proportion and poise—will, 
moral as well as physical courage, instinctive appre- 
ciation of human pature, energy, confidencein bim- 
self, large but not sanguine hope, and endurance. 
In point of education he will be sufficiently oultar- 
ed to preserve him from narrowness, bigotry and 
tyranny, and sufficiently unoulture to be free of the 
crotches and manias of the over-learned world. He 
will not be unduly elated in moments of success, 
nor markedly depressed in hours of anxiety, peril, or 
disappointment. 
That such a man should make himself understood 
and felt, when he wishes to re-inforce the sword 
with the powers of the pen, ought to ooceasion no 
surprise.

THE STATE TROOPS 


FIRST BRIGADE FIELD DAY, N. G., 8. N. ¥. 


Ow Saturday, Oct. 21, the lst N. Y. Brigade, Gen. Fitzger- 
#10, will be divided into two forces, tbe Northern force,con- 
sisting of the 22d, 12th, 8th and 7ist Regts., 2d Batty., a de 
tachment of the troop and a detachment of the Signal Corpe, 
under the comman‘ of Col. Geo. D. Scott. 8th Regt.; the 
Southern force, consisting of the 7th, 69th and 9th Regts., 
ist Batty., and a detachment of the troop and a detachment 
of = Corps, under the command of tie brigade com- 
mander. 

Tbe Northern force will debark south of the Mosholu Sta- 
tion and form line facing south righton Broadway, extend- 
ing easterly over the railroad and ledge of rocks, to or near 
Mosholu Creek; the 1st Ratty. to be posted on the bigh ground 
on the left; theinfantry formin the order named. The 22d 
and 12th Regts. will formin two lines, with one battalion 
each in the first line and one battalion each in the res-rve, 
with strong advance — and pickets as far south as the 

‘’bese advance guards and the leading battal- 
ions will fall back when pressed, refusing the right till par- 
ailelto the railroad, when the defence must be taken up 
with energy and rapid fire. The 8th Regt. will follow the 
movement with an advance line and reserves, as far asthe 
nature of the ground will permit, and will retire to its orig- 
inal line with the others and join them in the rapid fire. The 
2d Batty. will fire slowly, as an “indication,” during this 
movement, but will take up the rapid fire wich the rest. 

The Tist Regiment, immediately after the retreat to the 
railroad by the main body, and after the cessation of its 
fire, will march by column of fours under the railroad 
track and will deploy to the southwest, threatening the 
rigbt flank of the Southern Force. Upon the retreat of the 
Southern Force, the 22d, 12th and 7lst Regiments will be 
formed into two lines, with one battalion of each regiment 
in the first line and one battalion of each regiment in re- 
serve, with the th Regiment as a brigade re- 
serve, and will slowly drive the Southern Force back to the 
Mansion House by careful advances and rushes, and they 
will re-enforce and replace the fighting line with the re- 
serve at least once during the advance. The Second Bat- 
tery will remain in its position, supported by a battalion of 
the 8th Regiment. firing slowly. 

The detachment of the Troop will actas Headquarter 
Guard and perform such duties as may be assigned to it. 

The detachment of the Signal Corps will establish points 
oi communication with the commanding officers of its own 
Force and with the Brigade Commander. 

The Southern Foroe will debark at Van Cortlandt and 
will form in front of the Mansion House in two lines, fac- 
ing north, left on Broadway, and extendiag eastward to or 
near the railroad, in tne following order, from left to 
right : 7tb, 69tb, 9th Regiments, h Regiment w'll ha ve 
one battalion in the first line and one battalion in the sec- 
ond line, or reserve. The 7th Regiment and as much of the 
69th as can pass through the swamp will move slowly for- 
ward by careful advances and rushes,and will drive the 
Northern Force back to the upperend of the ground, re- 
enforcing and relieving the fighting line from the reserve 
at least once during the advance. One Company will be 
detached and will force its way over the hil! at the extreme 
left, threatening the right flank of the Northern Force. The 
rest of the 69th Regiment and the 9th Regiment in the same 
formation, wil) advance as far as the edge of the swamp, 
and rewain there, firing slowly by volleys. 

The Ist Battery will take post on the extreme right and 
will fire slowly asan “indication” until the formation of 
the Northern Force for advance, and wi!) then fire rapidly. 
It will be supported by a battalion of the 9th Regiment. 
When the 7th Regiment and part of the 69th Regiment have 
reached within fifty yards of the line of the Northera 
Force, at the upperend of the ground, and when the line 
of the Northern Force bas reformed for attack. and when 
the 7ist Regiment is seen threatening the right flank, they 
will immediately fall bick in the same order as tbat in 
which they had advanced, slowly and carefully reinforcing 
and relieving, as before, till they reach the grounds about 
pe Manele House, at which time the exercises will be con- 
ciuded, 

The ground over which these exercises take place being 
limited in extent, tbe movements will not be considered in 
any way as a sham battle, but simply as practice in extend- 
ed order. There will, therefore, be no effort by either force 
totake advantage of the other. The whole movement 
must be slowly and carefully executed, The arrangement 
of sighte,the number of roundsand volleys to be fired, 
and the time and distances of rushes, must be deliberately 
thought out and conveyed by distinct commands, and not 
left to the discretion of the men.

Tue Signal Corps of the Ist Beigate. New York, which /s 
at ey in command of Lieut, Hedge during the absence 
on leave of Capt. Ives, has during the past few days been 
giving about as practical and thorough a test of its ca- 
Pababilies as it would be possible to find. During the inter- 
national yacht race between the Vigilant and Valkyrie, all 
the New York morning and evening papers vied with each 
other in getting rapid reports of the progress of the race at 
different stages, briaging into play fast tugs, carrier pigeons, 
telescopes, etc. The Evening ‘am, however, with com- 
mendable enterprise and iorethoughbt, took a radical de- 
parture. It had heard of the ability of the Signal Corps of 
the First Brigade, New York National Guard, in transmit- 
ting messages over along distance and promptly arranged 
to give the Guardsmen a trial. Several statious were estab- 
lished on vessels outside the ** Hook" at several distances and 
aspecial tug also followed the racers. Tne account was 
written on the latter by accomplished journalists and the 
signal men at once communicated it to Sandy Hook, where 
the fuli details were telegraphed to the editor of the Tele- 
gram ail ready to hand into the composing room. This is 
perhaps the quickest feat of transmitting a detailed account 
of even ts at sea on record and the Telegram and the lst Bri- 
de Signa) Corps have every reason to be congratulated 
or their successful enterprise. It must also be remembered 
the messages had to be transmitted a distance of some seven 
miles at each station by means of a flag, which is elmost 
the limit for this mode of signaling. Another fact also to 
the credit of the corps is tbat it did not use any of the 
State's equipments, but poles and fligs hastily impro 
for the purpose, which makes their performance all the 
more creditable.
